The latter went 
sheep herding in Montama and 
now he has returned with money 
enough to employ men to dig 
holes beneath every oak tree in 
the Red Hili section, so if you 
see men thus employed, don’t get 
disturbed. 


about the question, “Where is the 
chest of gold that Don Tiburcio 
Tapia, who was the original own- 
er of the Cucamonga Rancho, bur- 
ied in 1846?” 

The proud Don had been given 
the prin rant of Cucamonga 
by -Gov. Alvarado, and was very 
wealthy. Besides improving his 
ranch, he ran avery successful 
mercantile business in Los An- 
geles. 

When the Americans came. sud- 
denly to Los Angeles in the spring 
of 1846, and Col. Fremont planted 
his cannon on a hill above the 
Plaza, with the muzzles pointed 
at the store of Don Tiburcio, the 
latter thought of his fine rancheria 
on the red hill of Cucamonga, and 
believed his gold would be safer 
here than in the conquered city. 

Suddenly one night he called a 
trusted native servant and placed 
all the glittering gold in a strong, 
fron-bound chest. Then he drove 


~ night to Cucamonga. Here he 

~ “ot at peace with his glitter- 
ing ‘tiasure, for the Mojave In- 
dians were just then raiding his 
grant and driving off cattle. They 
often came-near the castle on the 
red hill. 

One night, shortly after _ the 
strong chest was brought ico the 
ranch house, the owner decided 
to bury it in a safe place on the 
ranch. By the still dark hours 
of night, he placed the chest on 
‘he back of a native servant, 
blindfolded. him and led him north 
to the foothills. Here at the foot 
of an oak tree, so the servant af- 
terwards confessed, a hole was 
dug and the chest of gold buried. 
Then the bandage was again tied 
around the eyes of the servant 
and both he and the owner re- 
‘urned to the ranch house. But 
the Don had not long after that 
midnight escapade to live, and 
without telling hig family where 
he hid his treasure, he suddenly 
died. It worried the family ‘so 
much that the gold could not be 
found that Mercedes, his married 
daughter, thought she saw a light 
resting on a certain corner of the 
room where her father died. Sim- 
ply to quiet her nerves, her hus- 
band drilled into the wall, and 
was very much astonished to find 
there a buckskin wallet.

In Turing Around on Edge o: 
Cliff Brakes Fail to Hold 





Car Which Leaps to the 
Depths Below. 
Crashing through the cactus 





and over boulders and brush down 
one of the steepest hills in Gan- 
esha Park, Pomona, and seeing 
his car a complete wreck at the 
foot of the semi-precipice, in one 
of the most miraculous escapes 
from death in Pomona, wae the 


experience of Joe Riddle, Pomona 
confectioner, and brother of J. 8. 
Riddle of Upland, Saturday after- 
noon. As a result of the accident, 
Mr. Riddle sustained one broken 
rib, a fractured bone in one of 
his arms, and painful bruises, 
while practically his entire body 
was filled with cactus thorns. Yet 
he is resting easily and will re 
cover. 
Took An Awful Piunge 

Mr. Riddle Saturday afternoon 
went to the country club with 
some ice cream for the players. 
On the way home he took a drive 
along the hills of Ganesha Park. 
Reaching the end of the road at 
the highest point on the hfll, one- 
half. mile west’ of. the. Greek 
Theater, he started’ to turn around 
to return. It was necessary for 
him to back his car three times 
to make the turn. South of him 
was a 50 per cent grade reaching 
the length of a city block. As he 
attempted to back the third time, 
as nearly as he can remember, 
he let the machine go a little too 
far, when with a crash it plung- 
ed over the edge of the near-prec- 
ipice, and bounded over and over 
sidewise toward the bottom of 
the hill, a distance of about 600 
feet. When about halfway down 
the hill, by some queer streak of 
fate, Mr. Riddle was thrown from 
the revolving car and _ landed 
midst the thorny cactus plants 
and. brush, where he lay in a 
semi-conscious condition until the 
arrival of help. 

Comes to Relief 

By the merest chance Merritt 
Ludden, who lives near. the foot 
of the hill, heard the crash and 
saw the auto plunging down the 
hillside. He immediately called 
the police station and Officer Fred 
Foster responded. It was with 
great difficulty the injured man 
was rescued, owing to the steep- 
ness of the hill.

GOVERNMENT 





We Need More Roads in the 


Mountains in Order to Pro- 


tect Forests. Good Thing 
for Mountain Resorts. 


Editor Upland News: 


Dear Sir,—In regard to the pro- 


posed Mt. Baldy toll road, I 
should like to express my views 
through The News, as I see there 
is quite a controversy over this 
proposition. 

First, I should like to answer 
as to it being a fire hazard. Why 
has the county and state spent 
many thousands of dollars for 
building roads in the San Bernar- 
dino Mountains if there is such 
a great fire hazard connected 
with the mountain roads? That 
of fire risk is a very poor argu- 
ment, as during the San Gabriel 
fire the Mt. Wilson toll road prov- 
ed a God-send to the government 
in getting supplies and men onto 
the Mt. Lowe firebreak. Had 
there been any kind of a road into 
the Upper West Fork of the San 
Gabriel, it would have saved at 
least one day’s time each in get- 
ting over 500 men to the head 
of the fire—besides packing the 
supplies on animals, which is no 
small job over mountain trails in 
the further back ranges. 

This proposed road is not a 
commer cial proposition. If we do 
not like to pay toll, all we have 
to do is to stay off. It is all in 
the forest reserve and does not 
interfere with any trails that are 
now in use. 

The forest service has an appro- 
priation at present time to start 
the construction of a road from 
the mouth of Ice House to Man- 
ker Flats, which is the most beau- 
tiful spot in San Antonio Canyon. 
The proposed toll road starts at 
the flats and as there are no re- 
sorts or private property above 
this point, it certainly would not 


inconvenience anyone, aS some 
people have stated. 
We need more roads in the 


higher mountains inorder to pro- 
tect our forests and watersheds, 
and if private capital wants to 
put them in, personally I would 
say let them do it. I do not 
think there was any objections to 
the Mt. Wilson or Pikes Peak toll 
roads when private capital asked 
for a franchise on them.

Indian football will also be a 
feature of the athletic meet. This 
game will be played strictly ac- 
cording to Indian rules. The rules 
permit the women to play; in 
fact, each team has women mem- 
bers. The men, however, are only 
permitted to kick the ~football. 
This gives the women an advant- 
age. They may handle the foot- 
ball any way they see fit. 

Still another exclusive Indian 
game is called Ul-Um-Bat-Too 
(grass ball). The basketball as 
played by white athletes is chil- 
dren’s play compared to Ul-Um- 
Bat-Too. 

Incidentally, this will be the 
frst time that the stick game, 
Indian football and Ul1-Um-Bat- 
Too will be played in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Indian archery will be an event 
of importance. The Indian arch- 
ers use the bow and arrow with 
astonishing skill. At the request 
of many white sportsmen inter- 
ested in the revival of ancient 
archery, the Indians will give sev- 
eral remarkable exhibitions witb 
this old-time weapon.
